rpHIS extremely distinct species belongs to the erotics group, but has no near 
-L ally. 

Fovev.'ings : greyish chocolate or chocolate grov ; basal third crossed bv three 
transverse dark brown bars, the first separate, the two outer almost touching; 
within the cell there is a black stigma with a paler centre ; about one-third from the 
outer margin the wings are crossed by a heavy dark brown transverse bar; between 
this bar and the margin is a transverse line, followed by an indistinct zigzag line. 
Costa and outer margin chocolate red. 

Ilindii'ViKjs : golden orange, with a broad dee]) brown border not reaching quite 
to the anal angle. 

Underside of wings dee]) chocolate red, vermienlated and streaked with deep 
brown and yellow. 

Head and thorax greyish chocolate, darker in the centre; on each side of the 
thorax is a bright golden round spot. Abdomen greyish rust-colour, with a pale 
band marking each >egment. Antennae red ; legs greyish pink.
